Duke of Windsor Decisive- 


ly Defeated by British 


Government 


FRIENDS~ANGERED 
First Time Englishman's 


Wife Fails to Attain 


Own Rank 


LONDON, Eng.—(fP)—A 
decree of 


King George VI, published Friday, re- 
corded nn overwhelming defeat for the 
Duke of Windsor in his fight to make 
hi.s bride-to-be, American-bom Wallis 
Warfield. "her royal highness." 


The king specifically forbade the fu- 


ture duchess to use the royal title af- 
ter her marriage Junc3. His decree 
showed that the duke himself, since 
his abdication as king last December, 
had not enjoyed royal status until 
Thursday. From Thursday he be- 
came "his royal highness" only by 
special dispensation of the brother who 
succeeded him on the tHrone. 


Ruling Published 


It was disclosed that such action by 


the king was necessary because the 
duke had forfeited his royal status 
when he abdicated and renounced all 
riglits of succession to the throne for 
himself and his heirs. The king's de- 
cision—or that of the British govern- 
ment—was published in an announce- 
ment in the official court organ, the 
London Gazette. It said: 


"The king has been pleased by let- 


ters patent under the great seal of tho 
realm bearing the date May 27, 1937, to 
declare that the Duke of Windsor shall 
notwithstanding his instrument of ab- 
dication executed on the tenth day of 
December, 1936,., ami, his-.majesty's 
declaration of the abdication act, 1936, 
whereby effect was given to said in- 
strument, be entitled to hold and en- 
joy for himself only the title, style or 
attribute of royal highness, so, how- 
ever, that his wife and descendants, 
if any, shall not hold the said title, 
style or attribute." 


Previous Cose Cited 


The Gazette announced that letters 


patent issued by Queen Vivtoria 70 
years ago declared that the title "royal 
highness" should be used only by near 
relatives of the sovereign who were 
in line of succession to the throne. 
This ruling meant that the former King 
Edward VIII was without right to be 
styled "royal highness" from Decem- 
ber 10, 1936, until Thursday, since he 
had .stepped out of the line of succes- 
sion. 


The king's decree set the final seal 


of victory on the fight of Stanley 
Baldwin against Edward and Mrs. 
Warfield. It was Baldwin who block- 
ed Edward's attempt to make the Bal- 
timore woman his queen. The "royal 
highness" ruling was almost the final 
«ct of Baldwin's regime, which ended 
Friday with his resignation as prime 
minister. 


No Duke Until March 


The surprise decree was accompanied 


by the disclosure that technically the 
Duke of Windsor was not entitled even 
to that title for about three months 
after his abdication. Persons delving 
into the records discovered it was not 
until early March he was invested with 
ducal rank. King George VI, a few 
hours after Edward's abdication, an- 
nounced his intention to make hi.s 
brother Duke of Windsor. But a high 
authority disclosed that not until the 
first week in March did the king 
actually press the great seal of state 
upon the letters patent creating the 
title. Those letters patent never have 
been published in the Gazette. Sev- 
eral government departments, ignoranl 
of the actual status, slipped up ami 
called Edward "his royal highness 
the Duke of Windsor," during a period 
when he was neither title. 


Even persons close to the royal court 


and to the self-exiled Duke of Wind- 
sor had not been aware that for more 
than five months he had not been en- 
titled to be called "his royal highness." 
The duke himself, it was disclosed, 
was ignorant of this situation. He as- 
sumed he was "H. R. H." and insisted 
his wife should have the same recog- 
nition. 


Friends Indignant 


Friends of the former king in court 


circles deplored the la-st minute move 
against the duke. Tho.sc persons in 
high places who have been hostile to 
the ex-king appealed satisfied lhat he 
had been "put in his place" by the 
reminder that King George still holds 
power to control the former king's 
life. 


The Duke of Windsor's fight to give 


his duchess royal rank had been bas- 
ed largely on the contention that an- 
cient custom permits a wife always to 
attain the status of her husband if she 
is of lower rank before marriage. 


Authorities on England's complicated 


system of rank and heraldry said that 
never before had a wife been placed 
on a clifi'erent plane from her husband. 
King George V made both Queen 
Elizabeth—then the Duchess of York— 
and the Duchess of Gloucester, his 
daughters-in-law, "royal highnesses" 
after their marriages, but that was 
considered merely a special act of 
courtesy and technically unnecessary.

'LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—I. L. Ziebert, 


soup salesman, faces trial in Pulaski 
circuit court Monday on one of four 
indiccincnts accusing him of obtaining 
money under false pretense from the 
state for capitol janitor supplies. 


Prosecutor Fred A. Donham and 


Defense Attorney Robert J. Brown, 
Jr., said Saturday they would be ready 
for trial. Both said they expected to 
obtain a jury within a few hours and 
to complete the trial in two days. 


Ziebert was jointly indicted with 


Former Secretary of State Ed F. Mc- 
Donald. McDonald was tried the first 
of the month. A jury failed to agree 
on the case. Donham said retrial 
would be set next fall. 


The prosecutor said he had not de- 


cided upon which indictment Ziebert 
would bccallcd to trial, adding that 
"it doesn't make any difference as far 
as the evidence is concerned." 


He indicated when the case was set 


for trial that he would call the same 
charge on which McDonald was tried. 
This involved issuance of a $480 war- 
rant to Zicbcrt's Fidelity Chemical 
company for four barrels of soap Oc- 
tober G, 1935. 


The soap salesman testified at Mc- 


Donald's trial that he left .sonic $1,500 
in janitor supplies at the stalchou.sr 
early in 1931 and collected 20 warrants 
for $9,798 during the next five years, 
giving McDonald from ?50 to $100 on 
all but about 10 of them in repaying 
loans of $300 to ?, 
r>00. 'Donham charged

ST. LOUIS.—(/P)—Production of iron 


and steel, building materials and elcc- 
rical supplies during April in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District was 
reported by the monthly review of the 
reserve bank Saturday as the "highest 
or the month since the prc-deprcs- 
iion era." 


This was perhaps the brightest of 


the bright spots in tho district's busi- 
ness noted by the review. 'Such slight 
recessions from previous high points 
which occurred in late April and 
early May were attributed by the re- 
view to seasonal influences. 


Preliminary reports to the bank in- 


dicated a moderate increase in non- 
agi'icultural employment from March 
to April. The amount of farm labor 
increased, seasonally, but to the late 
spring did not attain the level of a 
year ago. 


Heavy spring rains were both good 


and bad. They delayed preparations 
for planting, but they also . supplied 
sub-soil moisture lacking in many sec- 
tions of the district a year ago. The 
review said "agricultural prospects as 
a whole in the district are the most 
promising in a number of years. Early, 
unofficial reports indicate increased 
plantings of practically all of the prin- 
cipal crops over a year ago." 
;;On.the basis-of ^reports of sales-fli. 
department stores in leading cities, the 
volume of retail trade in April was 
4.4 per cent smaller than March but 
10.3 per cent in excess of April, 1936. 
For the first four months of 1937, trade 
exceeded the similar period last year 
by 12.4 per cent. 


Collections continued good and com- 


mercial failures, as reported by Dun 
and Bradstreet, were only 21 in April 
as compared with 26 in March, with a 
corresponding decrease in liabilities.

Between Ford and Unions 


Is Baffling Harry Bennett

DETROIT—The agressive C. I. 0. 


unionization drive on the Ford Motor 
Co. at Dearborn, which has already 
met with the beating up of two union 
organizers at one of the River Rouge 
plant gateways, inevitably draws at- 
tention to Harry Bennett. 


Bennett is the most shadowy, legen- 


dary figure in Detroit. For years one

lias heard his name whispered up and 
down the town. Especially since the 


sitdown strikes and the increasing 
tension between the C. I. O. and un- 
organized Ford's you hear the whispers 
more and more often, "Harry Ben- 
nett, Harry Bennett." Few of the 
people know anything about him. For 
there are at least two Harry Ben- 
netts. Maybe three. 


One Bennett is the one you hear de- 


scribed around the union halls. He 
is the supcr-Pinkerton who runs the 
most elaborate espionage system in the 
world, whose operatives check the 
numbers of every car parked within 
blocks of a union meeting. He is the 
man who "service men" patrol the 
Ford plant in twos and threes, eyes 
cocked for trouble, and noting every 
group when two or more men talk to- 
gether. The man who lives and works 
in a veritable citadel and whose 
records tell him at a glance how many 
times every Ford employe has talked 
to union organizers, and how much he 
owes the butcher. 


Thai Is One Picture 


He is the man who has organized a 


vigilante force of 1000 favored Ford 
workers, pledged to eject instantly any 
fellow-employes who show signs of 
wanting to "sit down." The man who 
has mysterious knowledge of the un- 
derworld enabling him to solve crimes 
that baffled the regular police, and 
to fill up the Ford plant with ex- 
convicts; who owe him so much they 
will do anything for him. In short., a 
ruthless, hardboilcd. bull-necked des- 
perado who will do anything to pre- 
vent unions getting a hold at Ford's. 


That is the picture of Bennett given 


you in ever union headquarters. That 
it is a picture distorted to some extent 
by the welter of rumors which have

General Franco Demons 


strated His Diplomacy 


at Beginning

SALAMANCA, Spain.-HffJ-Spain's 


insurgent generalissimo, Francisco 
Franco y Bahamonde, has proved him- . 
self a maker of peace as well as of war. 


When the rebellion which was to 


become a civil war first broke : out in 
Morocco, Franco was . supported - by 
five groups with divergent aims. He 
had to placate and merge these organ- 
izations into a well-oiled machine '.be- 
fore he could strike full strength 
against Madrid. 


Commond Bond,s 


There were the Carlists'who had 


wanted the late Don Carlos, Bourbon 
claimant to both the Spanish and 
French thrones, for king. There were 
the followers of ex-King Alfonso, who 
wished him restored to the throne. 
Then there were the Spanish fascists, 
arid the anti-fascists led by Jose Maria 
Gil Robles, a cabinet member under 
the old republic. 


Over these four political groups was 


that part of Spain's military forco 
which formed the central core of tho 
insurgent forces. 


A common enemy, the socialist-com- 


munist government of Madrid, furn- 
ished the original bond of unity. 
Franco himself was the second bond. 


His first move was to nationalize the 


militiamen of the four political groups 
and place them on an equal footing 
with the troops of the regular army. 
Fighting side by side, each group tried 
to outdo the other — but they all co- 
operated under command of regular 
army officers. 


Dissolves Parties 


Behind the front, Franco made it 


clear that all must forget politics and 
work together for the duration of the 
war. 


The policy came to a head when 


Franco recently dissolved all the par- 
ties in insurgent territory and placed 
himself at the head of a one-party 
authoritarian state modeled after Italy 
and Germany. 


As for the future, Franco, if he wins, 


is expected to retain his virtual dicta- 
torship during the reconstruction per- 
iod after the war but many politicians 
agree the monarchy may be restored,

ROME.—(A>)—Italy's foreign trade is 


lifting its head above the receding 
flood waters of the sanctions which 
tried to drown it, according to figures 
of the Central Institute of Statistics.

should have regular examinations of weight without exercise and diabetes 
the urine at least once every six 
months to detect the presence of sugar 
at the aarliest possible moment. If the 
condition , is detected early, it is quite 
possible to keep it well under control. 


One of the most important steps in 


preventing the appearance of diabetes, 
is control of the weight, particularly 
after' middle age. Control of body 
weight -is .largely a matter of what we 
call physiologic bookkeeping. Limit- 
ing sugar and starch, and lowering the 
amount of fat in the diet by limiting 
butter, cream, oil and the fat of me 
will help to stop the devalopment of

their bodies. Thus, after middle age, 
wh*n we lower greatly the amount of 
exercise and keep right on eating, we 
ute likely to become overweight.

Not All That Flickers Reaches the Film Fans 


HOLLYWOOD.—By no means all the 


movies made in Hollywood or by Hol- 
lywood people (ire born to flicker in 
the featured spots of entertainment 
bills. There arc propaganda pictures, 
and purely academic-films, and indus- 
•trial subjects in addition to lots of 
drnmnti/ed advertising. 


•Only about 200 .producers are engag- 


ed in turning out celluloid .entertain-, 
ment. More than 150 other producers 
are busy with commercial anil educa- 
tional films. 


Not iFnr -Civilians 


The . federal government, . thrqugh 


several of its various agencies, .makes 
about as many movies each year.as the 
average studio. The Department of 
Agriculture has some 300 subjects in 
its library, though it isrtlt very active 
now.in making new ones. 


'The War Department produces' ap- 


proximately 2QO pictures a year in ad- 
dition to World'War nnd tactical reels 
not usually shown to any civilians. 
The Department of the. Interior has 55 
subjects. 


Lohgest movie ever made by Uncle 


Sam, with the Treasury Department 
serving as producer, was n 12-reol 
health subject mostly shown in army 
camps. 


Nine pictures have been made by 


the Federal Housing Administration, 
four by'the WPA, and one by the De- 
partment of Commerce. The Tennes- 
see Valley Authority and the -Wom- 
en's Bureau of the Department of La- 
bor each has turned out a series. 


Most widely exhibited federal pro- 


duction is "The Plow That Broke the 
Plains," made by the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration. It's playing abroad just 
now—lo what audience response I have 
been unable to learn—and a sequel is 
being prepared for release in this 
country.

'bcen-UKed in everything from divorce 
sulU; to the conviction of drunken 
drivers. Most of the divorce 
and 


aliermtion-of-affcctions evidence, film- 
ed by detectives carrying 1C mm. ama- 
teur cameras, is never shown in court. 


The parties against whom the evi- 


dence is obtained usually make 
<> 


quick settlement. 


In the strike of some of the studio 


workers, pickets at the gates have 
taken hundreds of feet of film of the 
strike-breakers entering-the lots. This 
'film, they say, will be preserved as 
evidence for the future ostracism .of 
these strike-breakers in the Holly- 
wood labor ranks. 


You can hear plenty of whispers, too, 


that the cameras of Communism are 
busy here, grinding-out anti-capitalist 
propaganda in the form of class-strug- < 
gle features which are exhibited to 
special audiences and in some of the 
so-called arty, or intimate, theaters of 
the larger cities. 


At least one such picture was made 


in Hollywood. Called 'SMillions of Us," 
it is a dull account of n day in the life 
of a jobless machinist. Where it is ex- 
hibited the claim is made that the 
script, camera woik, direction and nct- 
iiig all were contributed by skilled 
Hollywoodsmen working anonymous- 
ly. Best refutation of that is the pic- 
ture itself, which is pretty sour.

Ford picture of a man who has work-, 
ed his way to the (op through sheer 
ability and faithfulness; of an ex- 
gob who went up through policing to 
genuine 
industrial 
statesmanship; 


who.se defense against union intrusion 
at Ford consists simply in a just labor 
policy that insures equal pay with any 
other auto plant, and protects the 
worker against arbitrary firing by his 
foreman. 


No foreman fires n man directly at 


Ford's. He sends the man.to'Bennett's 
personnel office, and there he is usual- 
ly given another assignment in the 
plant. This Bennett is the one who 
believes in giving ex-convicts a chance, 
and who hires them only for the 
highest social motive. 


H is the man who has done hun- 


dreds of little kindnesses to children 
and down-ancl-outers, who paints por- 
traits, thinks Moby Dick the greatest 
story ever written, and has rendered 
service on the Michigan Prison Com- 
mission. 


Somewhere Between the Two 


Somewhere between these pictures is 


the Dennett you see when you go to 
his office in the basement of the Ford 
general offices at Dearborn. Behind 
a large desk, answering from time'to 
lime n phono that hisses softly instead 
of ringing, sits Eiunnett. His lieuten- 
ants drift in and out, and over the 
phone go crisp suggestions to Ford 
plant managers and gruff orders to 
his own "service department" men out 
on tin1 job in various plants. Bennett, 
who was a top-class lightweight boxer 
in tin.- navy during the World war, 
under the name of Sailor Reese, still 
has ilie nervous, impatient, tight- 
drawn manner that goes with it. Snap- 
py suit, bow tie, blue shirt .without 
vest, scarred face, and restless eyes 
figure in the picture. 


Dennett was in the intelligence de- 


partment of the navy during the war, 
and was assigned to stop subotage 
that was ruining the, motors of Eagle 
Bouts which Ford was then building 
to end the submarine menace. Ben- 
nett stopped it, and drew the attention 
of Ed.sel and Henry Ford. 


Broke Up Kidnaping 


They hired him after the war, part- 


ly as personal bodyguard and family 
detective, partly in building up the 
Ford private police system. He is still 
regarded as "Ford's personal man" 
i.-.tlier than a general employe of tin- 
Ki.n.l Motor Co. 


He is credited with breaking up M 


least one attempt to kidnap Kd.-ci 
Ford's 
children, and 
he 
certainly 


helped solve Detroit's famous Jackie 
Thompson kidnaping 
case in 1919. 


Some $20,000 paid by Jackie's father 
for "information" was paid back to 
him in the Ford offices in the presence 
of Detroit police. And shortly after- 
ward police gol on the truck of the 
kidnapers and Jackie was returned.

Austria Develops Compli- 


cated System of Psy- 


chological Tests 


•By A. D. STEFFERUD 


VIENNA— UP)—The 
Austrian sol- 


dier ambitious to become an officer or 
specialist must match his wits against 
a tough array of men and machines. 


To investigate his ernotional stabili- 


ty, the prospective officer is shown 
pictures of a murder, a badly mutilat- 
ed war victim, an airplane .crash, and 
various erotic subjects. His breathing 
tells his reactions through an appar- 
atus strapped to'his chest. 


All Kinds of Gadgets 


To ascertain concentration, he is 


taken before a revolving belt covered 
with circles, squares, crosses and lines. 
Only a part of the belt is exposed at 
a time. 'Whenever a bell rings he is 
expected to do three things at once, 
such as covering blue squares with 
red discs, counting all yellow squares 
as they appear, and transferring other 
discs from one compartment to an- 
other. 


If he wishes to become an aviator, 


he must look into a strong light and 
then read a series of letters • in :a dark 
room while the time he requires is 
clocked off. This is the night blind- 
ness test. 


Then he goes to a long table where 


three foot-bight p'ns at one end are 
attached to pulleys at the other end 
20 feet distant. Sighting through nar- 
row slits, he must move the pulleys 
until the pins are even. If he can't do 
this satisfactorily he hasn't the abil- 
ity to discern ground objects from an 
airplane. 


Tough Examination 


If he wants to become a chauffeur, 


he must get into a modified automo- 
bile and steer, slop and accelerate ac- 
cording to instructions flashed on' a 
screen before him. 


•Finally, he must indicate his intelli- 


gence and book knowledge in a writ- 
ten examination administered by a 
battery of officers and psychologists. 


Between 4,001).and 5,000 soldiers take 


the tests every year, perfected by Ma- 
jor Kurt Feshner on the basis of find- 
ings by American and German psy- 
chologists and military men.

RHODES, Dodecanese Islands—f/P)— 


Italy is celebrating the 25th anniver- 
sary of her occupation of the historic 
Dcdecanese islands by completing na- 
val air and army bases here. She 
hopes to make the islands the spear- 
point for "pacific penetration" of the 
near east. 


Rhodes, once headquarters 
of the 


knights of the holy sepulcher who 
later became the knights of Malta, is 
now a modernly fortified stronghold of 
great strategic importance. Its posi- 
tion near the Turkish coast of Asia 
Minor, 'not far from Athens, gives it 
a significance Italian military experts 
intend to develop. 


Righ't now the islands, mostly popu- 


lated by Greeks, are an important 
point in egotiations between Italy and 
Turkey for a "gentlemen's agree- 
ment" in the eastern Mediterranean. 
Fear of Italy's stronghold 
induced 


Turkey to join a defensive pact with 
Great Britain during the Italo-Ethio- 
pian war. "But the same sentiment, 
combined with Italy's desire lo have 
Turkey on her side in case of trouble 
with Britain, is now working toward 
completion of an Italo-Turkish ac- 
cord. 


Turkey once owned the islands but 


lost them during a war with Italy. 
The Italians took them over in May, 
1912, held on to them during the World 
war and in 1923 got them for keeps 
when Turkey signed the treaty of 
Lousanne confirming Italian posses- 
sion. 


The islands, says the political re- 


view, "Relazioni Interazionali,'1 in full 
economic development, with a popula- 
tion bound to Italy .by solid bonds, 
constitute the advance point of our 
pacific penetration in the near east, a 
fundamental part of our system of 
Mediterranean defense, a center of ir- 
radiation for our culture."
